Commissioner of Streets for 8 years and then as Mayor of
Springfield for 8 years; he then returned for the next 12 years
to the Department of Transportation, retiring in 2008 at the

age of 82; and

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Incredible Journey", at the age of 84; and

WHEREAS, Ossie Langfelder is survived by his wife, Mary
"Midge" Dunham, and their 13 children, Joan (Steve) Baker,
Jamie (James) Cour, John (Nancy), Joseph (Gale), Judith
(Dennis) Shackelford, James (Billie), Jacqueline (Allan) Yoho,
